When the seleat:e: are 
calied up, an equal number, that 1s 20,000 experienoed soldiers, wll have to 
be released from the serwice. The June call-up will adversely affe.\ the strength 
of the Army for at least two months, especially at a time when this «vsra 
strength is deomsd witally necessary.

So Lt. Gol. Georgiou has recently been recalled from inactive service to 
aasime command of the MAY Units (Rurel Seourity unite) in tho Melamaga 
areas He is a Zervas adherent who served in the Kalamata area ag a repre= 
sentative of Zervas during the occupation, without any notable succass. 

It is reported that Georgios is presently trying to comply with the stated 
policy of the Government in that he is attempting to restrain both Right 
wing aswell ag Left wing elements. However, he is meeting particular 
opposition fram the Right wing groups which is ascribed to the activities 
of Petros Mavromichalig. Mavromichelis is reportedly sending large suma of 
money to the Kalamata area for the maintenance of Right wing bands. 


4. Tho I Army Corps has sreated, in the Lamia area, on administrative unit 
known as the Tactical Headquarters I Army Corpse designed to coordinate and 
control directly the efforts of the 7lst and 72nd Brigades. The 7let Brigade 
wy ia commanded by Sakellarepoulos and the 72nd, until recently, by Antonopoulos. 
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The latter was replaced at his own request, reportedly because of ine 
ability to get the cooperation of other 4rmy units in his area. His re=- 
placement is considered a blow to the effectiveness of the Army in this 
region. the Tactical Headquarters is being staffed by o:ficers from 
Ashens, and this too is considered unfortunated in view of the fact that 
their femiliarity with the situation is remote rather than actual. 
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
